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Washington — Economic warfare 


with Europe, which has for a long 
time been threatened but which many 
people have refused to take seriously, 
is now an assured fact. The attitude 
of France in raising her tariff duties 
and insisting upon reciprocity with the 
United States, is not only regarded as 
a natural evolution here but as a 
symptom of what may be expected m 
other countries when they recover 
their strength. 


For several weeks, jrovcrnment re- 


ports have been showing that Europe's 
recovery is steady 
and 
substantial. 


The 1,'r.lted States has held the whip 
hand for several years because of her 
credit position and still wields a tre- 
mendous Influence on the 
course of 


trade, but those who have been advo- 
cating a conciliatory policy toward 
Europe are ShViiiR that 
no progress 


•will be made by a series of reprisals 
and that an era of good feeling will 
nave to be, inaugurated in order to set- 
tle amicably the many disputes on 
trade questions that are developing.

European countries refuse to submit 
to the inquisition. 
Argentina has 


jjust followed the lead of Europe in 
this respect by stating that the tariff 
comrnisssion experts would not be wel- 
come in Buenos Aires. 


Unfortunately, the American govern- 


ment has its hands tied just now be- 
cause congress is not in session and 
there is no provision in existing law 
•whereby reciprocity can be granted. 
To pass an amendment to the Fordney 
McCumber act which would give pow- 
er to negotiate reciprocity agreement 
•would open up the entire question of 
trade agreement. Some countries, like 
Canada, would be very glad, indeed, to 
have the United States re-open the re- 
ciprocity question and there are signs 
that Europe as a whole would look 
with favor on a readjustment even to 
a small extent of existing tariff sched- 
ules. 


FEAR TO MAKE CHANGE 


It so happens that there are ele- 


ments in the Republican party, partic- 
ularly in the banking world, who feel 
that tariff readjustment is essential if 
Europe is to pay war debts to the 
United States. President 
Coolidge 


has never sympathized with this view- 
but has stood steadfastly on the high 
protection theory: namely, that wages 
and industry would be disturbed if tar- 
iff rates wore lowered. He has also ar- 
gued that on most of the things which 
Europe sells to the 
United States, 


there is virtually no tariff 
and that 


concessions on those articles which 
Europe would like to sell to America, 
w-ovid only disturb American industry. 


The tariff is too complicated a sub- 


ject to b<J settled by the executive and 
the .sudtlcn rise in duties proclaimed by- 
France lias to a certain extent taken 
everybody by surprise, because it was 
felt that France by this time knew 
enough about the American system of 
covernment not to expect that tariff 
schedules could be altered by the ex- 
ecutive here overnight. 


IU,-FEKMXG SPREADS 


Every day It !s growing more appar- 


ent that the ill-feeling over the debt 
question Saw spread to other fields of 
rfipKwaey. While it is true that the 
United Si.V.os could place an embargo 
*n cer!.i;n French products, such rc- 
trisaJs have never led lo a satisfactory 
locution but have only acgravated the 
fjtuation and made settlements more 
difficult. Tho policy here is not to add 
fuel to the flames but to try to con- 
vince France ol the. unwisdom of her 
course. It is hoped that a j>ostpone- 
ment will be attained : a that the mat- 
ter can be threshed out at the corn- 
ins session of congress here in Decem- 
ber.What France has done may also 
precipitate the domestic political sit- 
uation, in which Jhe tariff nas always 
played a dominant role. The altitude 
of the administration has btcn to let 
the Fordney-McCumbor act alone on 
the <h«ory that if attempts were made 
to amend 3t. the western Republicans 
would want to go the whole distance 
and break down some of the special 
advant.ises given to eastern industry. 
Th« controversy vltl> Trance may 
therefore, force the hand of the ad- 
ministration and compel the re-open- 
Ing of th" whole tariff problem, nn^ 
less, of course, diplomacy can reach 
a solution between now and the lime 
congress meets. But this is consider- 
ed very doubUrl «nles«. of couire. the 
administration is willing to do some 
trading on the debt ijuestion. In fact, 
5t 4s snspoctcd that the cnHre tariff 
question may have been ra3s>cd as a 
sort of smoke screen for new nesotl-

Tho delegates realized that In order 


to carry o^it tho purpose and plan of 
the Constitution It would bo neces- 
sary to make laws, enforce laws, and 
interpret laws, so they provided for 
setting up legislative, executive, and 
Judicial departments and vested them 
with general power and with specific 
powers. 


The legislative power is vested In a 


Congress, composed of a Senate and 
House of Representatives. 


Tho executive power is vested in a 


president. 


The judlcal power Is vested in ono 


supreme court and In such inferior 
courts as Congress may from time 
to time ordain and establish. 
ITS SIMPLICITY 


The Constitution 
of the 
United 


States was written In seven articles 
of approximately 26 sections. 


The Constitution of the States of 


Oklahoma, which is illustrative of 
some of the constitutions of other 
states, contains 24 articles and there 
are GO sections in one article; more 
sections in one article of the Okla- 
homa State Constitution than in the 
entire federal Constitution. 


This comparison helps us to ap 


predate the brevity and conciseness 
of the language used in the provisions 
of our Constitution for vesting power 
in the several departments. 


Some of the specific powers vest- 


ed in Congress are- to lay and col- 
lect taxes; to borrow money; to regu 
late commerce; to coin money; to raise 
and support armies. 


POWER OVER MEMBERS 


A specific power which h-s been 


under heated discussion during re- 
cent months in relation to the selec- 
tions of Illinois and Pennsylvania for 
United States senator is the follow- 
ing: 


"Each house shall be the judge ol 


the elections, returns, and qualifica- 
tions of its own members, and a ma- 
jority 
of each 
shall constitute i 


quorum to do business." 


The meaning of this language 
J 


very clear that each house has the 
power to refuse for membership any 
person whom it, for its own reasons, 
does not consider properly elected or 
qualified for membership. 


Among the specific powers vested 


in the president are: To be comman 
der-in-chief of the army and navy of 


and with the advice and consent ol 
the Senate. 


JUDICAL POWERS 


Some of the specific powers vest 


ed In the judiciary are: Jurisdiction 
in all cases in law and equity arising 
under this Constitution, the laws of 
the United States, and treaties made 
in controversies to which the United 
States shall be a party; in controvers- 
ies between two or more states, be- 
tween a state and foreign tates.

Yet, 
franchises are granted almost as often 
as they are asked for." 


MacDonald 
cites numerous 
in- 


stances of exorbitant profit which r«ts 
a tax on traffic and often works out 
to local'detriment. He believes all toll 
bridges could ea&m be handled by his 
bureau and the states. One trouble is, 
however, that the states must initiate 
all such bridges even though the fed- 
eral government is empowered to pay 
50 per cent of the cost. 


Meanwhile, owing to competition of 


localities, many towns and cities have 
been led into the thing by promoters. 
States with many or large rivers often 
can't begin to finance the bridges pro- 
jecte.-l, however, and bridges using fed- 
eral funds must be free of tolls. - 


"One solution," he says, "Is for the 


public to appropriate or borrow money 
to build its own bridge, free if pos- 
sible, or get the option to build as fed- 
eral aid bridges and raise half the cost 
by tolls. Or, let private companies 
build them subject to reasonable lim- 
its, fix the tolls, provide for inspec- 
tion of earnings and operations and 
provide a fund to retire the bonds and 
eventually free the bridge.

manner In which the powers arc en- 
umerated without going to the docu- 
ment itself. 


When the Constitution was writ- 


ten, the location of the national • capi 
tal had not been determined, and the 
following 
provision 
indicates 
how 


clearly the authors foresaw- and pro- 
vided tor future contnigencies. 


The Congress shall have power: 
"To exercise exclusive legislation 


in all cases whatsoever, over :,uch 
district (not exceeding: ten 
miles 


square) as,may, by cession of particu 
lar states, and the acceptance of 
Congress, become the seat of the gov 
ernment of the United States." 


It is remarkable that In a few lino; 


such complete constitutional 
provi- 


sion could be made for the seat of 
government that no amendment has 
been necessary regarding it. 


The citizens of the District of Co 


lumb'ia have no vote in local or na 
tlonal affairs, and the laws there are 
administered by a commission.

Meanwhile, by H. G. Wells 


A Review by Eleanor Wing 


"Someday men will grow their hap- 


pinesses Jn gardens, happinesses un- 
der glass, happinesses all the year 
round. 
Such things arc not for us. 


They will come. Meanwhile—" Those 
few sentences are the thesis for the 
novel MBANWHII 3. by H. G. Wells, 
which was published 
by Doran 
in 


August of this year. And the "mean- 
while" is the problem of the present. 
How shall it be best lived? Can the 
non-essentials of living be discarded— 
non-essentials like houseparty boredom 
with its trailing lines of 'stupids'? 
Pervasive 
and contagious stupids- 


People who hate to listen, who have 
no respect for consecutiveness, who 
feel effaced unless they have some- 
thing to vociferate, and care not at 
all for what they vociferate. 


MEANWHILE is a story, a rather 


faint story, with the general coal strike 
in England for its setting. It Is more 
readable than any previous novel of 
Wells 
and will 
without doubt 
be 


quoted more than any book published 
this summer. 
But these things are 


not the most important things. Nor 
are they the most pleasant things. The 
adjectives 
are 
the 
most 
pleasant 


things, the way a young man learns 
to think is the most important, and 
the coal strike furnishes the element 
which will make MEANWHILE an 
enduring story of 1926 in Enaland. 


The plof of the story does not ex- 


plain its greatness, but it is interest- 
ing. 
A young hostess has gathered 


to-gether a group of young and old 
people for a houseparty. The guests 
are of the usual houseparty type—a 
minimum of intellectuals and a max- 
imum of stupids. The hostess, stim- 
ulated by the conversation of the one 
really brillant man in her house, won- 
ders whether her husband is making 
the most of his abilities, or whether he 
is allowing bis life to wander along 
the usual houseparty, sports-engrossed 
lines. She discovers her husband in- 
the midst of a mild flirtation with a 
person whom Wells has named with 
marvellous perception—Puppy Clarges. 
The hostess is saved from a wrecked 
marriage by Mr. Sempack, her bril- 
liant guest, and through the incident, 
helps her husband to make something 
of his life. 
One of the most Utopian of all the 


lovely precepts in 
MEANWHILE 


may be found in the letter from Mr. 
Sempack to his hostess with regard 
to the flirtation which seems so de- 
vastatingly important for a time. The 
dignity of the note places it among 
the literature of noblesse oblige. "It 
is not a question of your forgiving 
your husband this affair with 
Miss 


Clarges" writes 
Sempack to Mrs. 


Rylands, "after due repentance 
on 


his part and going on again on your 


old lines with the understanding that 
nothing of the sort is ever going to 
happen again. What is before you is 
much harder than that. It Is a mat- 
ter of bracing your self up to the new 
idea that this sort of thing is likely 
to happen again 
in your lives and 


that it may happen repeatedly, and 
however often it may happen, it has 
never to make the slightest diminu- 
tion of your support of him or of his 
respect and confidence in you. While 
you stand over his life, you unbroken 
and resolute, no affair of this sort will 
ever wreck 'it. He will come back to 
you. 
You will be his fastness, his 


safe place. 
Every time more and 


more. But talk and think of offending 
and forgiving, put yourself on a level 
with Miss Puppy Clages, fight her for 
him, peck 
the other hen and shut 


yourself against him, in any way, In 
any way, and down he goes and down 
you go, and your two lives will drib- 
ble through a tangle of commonplace 
sexual quarrels and estrangements to 
some sort of muddling divorce or sep- 
aration or compromise 
" 


That is only one of the highlights. 


There are many of them. 
Wells 


seems to have become a different per- 
son from the auth'or of "Joan 
and 


Peter," or "Tono Bungay." There is 
only the barest similarity in the voca- 
bulary used in the earlier and this 
last novel. Wells has become a mas- 
ter of adjectives, the man with the 
whip in the three ring circus of An- 
glo-Saxon words. He does not share 
the fear of younger writers—the fear 
of using1 lovely words and phrases 
for lovely feelings and visions. He is 
brutal, tender, sentimental, caustic, 
sardonic, gentle—when occasion de- 
mands. It would be easy to find an 
example 
of each mood in MEAN- 


WHILE. Even humor is to- found, 
gleaming: on the pages. 


But the general coal strike plays a 


peculiar part in the story. If it 
weren't for poltics, Wells might be 
given even a higher place among lit- 
terateurs. But he is prejudiced. Ter- 
ribly prejudiced. He hates Winston 
Churchill, calls the British Gazette 
puerile, 
sympathizes 
belligerently 


with the miner. 
Then he swerves 


quickly to a denunciation of Lloyd 
George and Ramsay MacDonald—al- 
most disclaiming any association with 
any party. This ranks the author 
with quite human humans. And sub- 
tlely — reinforces, 
upholds, 
and 


strengthens his plea for "meanwhile" 
—the present moment, which cannot 
be lived beautifully because of the 
carelessness, bigotry and stupidity of 
men when thay deal with their own 
hoppinessess.

DRY HINTERLAND

Subsequently the roadhouse man was 
sent to the Atlanta penitentiary after 
conviction on a narcotic charge .

Reliable information has been"

ceived that rum-runners have offered 
rewards of as high as $1,000 apiece for 
the lives of some of the men most ac- 
tive in breaking up the industry.

is that sometimes 


local.authorities have often been,found 
cooperating with the outlaws. ^Com- 
manding officers have had to protect 
their men from some of the courts as 
well as from the gunmen.

Only the most vigorous measures in 


some instances have obtained federal 
court trials for accused Coast Guards- 
men and thus assured them against 
being "framed" or "railroaded."; 


On tho other hand judges, civil of- 


ficers, and private citizens have been 
terrorized in some Florida sections, ac- 
cording te reports here, and on" more 
than one occasion tho coast guard has 
had to protect 
U. S. officials whom

Beware Of Rusty Nails, Says 


Bulletin Of Medical Society 


Madison—Accidents caused by step- 


ping on nails havo been increasing so 
rapidly that the health committee of 
tho State Medical society has Issued 
a warning, asking for the people to 
bo cautious. 
Tho number of "rusty 


nail" accidents in Wisconsin has not 
been compiled, but a recent survey in 
Xew York showed over 18.000 nail 
accidents in a single year. Recently 
a lx>y stepped on a nail in northern 
Wisconsin and his life was saved by 
chartering a special train to get him 
to a hospital. 


"Many of these rusty nail accidents 


occur in tho fall of the year, when 
people arc moving in from their cot- 
tages or changing their place of resi- 
dence," continues the bulletin. "Those 
most frequent causes of nail accidents 
are boards torn from boxes and pack- 
ing cases left lying on the floor, side- 
walk or street with the nails sticking 
up. As one would expect, the maj- 
ority of such accidents 
consist 
of 


punctured wounds of the feet. How- 
ever, not infrequently people trip and 
fall over such boards and then 
are 


likely to suffer 
froir. more or less

It is not 
because tho nail is rusty that it is 
likely to cause tetanus, but because 
such a nail has become rusty by lying 
on tho ground and the spores of the 
tetanus 
germ are found most fre 


quently in soil or street dirt which 
has bc«n contaminated 
with horse 


manure. 
However, 
do not forget 


that there may be Infectious mater 
ial on the sole of the shoe and germs 
can bo carried into the tissues even 
though the nail be bright, shiny and 
virtually new. Furthermore, a punc- 
tured wound such as one gets from a. 
nail is the kind of wound in which 
the tetanus germ develops most readi<

MORE HONOR TO "SQUEALERS" 


It is high time that society's tendency 


to condemn and despise the criminal who 
confesses his sins be corrected. 


For years the general public has been 


proi:e to look down upon any wrongdoer 
who has confessed, given state's evidence 
and really done great work in helping law 
enforcers to carry out their task. To even 
the most righteous of citizens such indi- 
viduals as have confessed have be»:n 
known as "squealers," and the name has 
been applied in utter contempt. 
Even 


though these men broke with dishonest 
men and 
revealed 
information 
which 


brought to justice the worst of criminals, 
in the eyes of a public eager to worship 
heroes these men were seen as disloyal 
and guilty of treason to their pals. 


The reason for this opprobrium appears 


to be that the public has held the criminal 
turning state's evidence a coward. 
The 


reasoning, if such it be. is that the man 
confessing has done so to escape punish- 
ment. The thing that has caused him to 
confess has been the promise of immunity 
from the due course of the law, and there- 
fore, it is said that this man is a coward. 


As a matter of fact, it requires far more 


courage for a man to confess than it does 
for him to keep silence. 


In the American courts, no man on trial 


is required to give testimony that will 
lead to his own conviction. He can refuse 
to answer any and all questions put to 
him by the prosecution, and unless there 
are witnesses to a crime, it is rare indeed 
that police would obtain a conviction 
were all men accused of crime to keep 
their mouths shut tightly. 
But for the 


confessions of the accused, most criminals 
would be at large. 


It is notorious in police circles that 


members of the secret society 
known 


popularly as "the black hand" 
seldom 


-confess. They will go to the gallows or 
the chair or face a life imprisonment be- 
fore they will give evidence against them- 
selves or their associates. Are these men 
worthy of praise? Are they to be upheld 
as models of personified loyalty? Should 
their example be emulated by Boy Scouts 
seeking merit badges? The questions are 
of course ridiculous. 


Taking the case of the man who gives 


state's evidence—suppose he is promised 
immunity and, after aiding in the convic- 
tion of a notorious gang, goes free. That 
man, out in the world once more, dare not 
call his soul his own. Every crook in the 
community will be out to"get" this man 
who. by "betraying"' criminals, turned 
over a new leaf and went straight. If this 
man were a coward, he would confess 
only when promised life imprisonment or 
the electric chair. 
, 


The man who confesses to crime purges 


his own soul and benefits society as well. 
He is in even- sense a hero, for he has 
followed the path that takes most cour- 
jge. 


The belief that holds the "squealer" a 


person to be despised is the gospel of the 
underworld. 


The belief that holds the tight-mouthed 


wrongdoer a man of merit is false hero- 
worship. 


The belief that holds a man who con- 


fesses as worthy of praise is the correct 
creed of hero-worship.

WE NEED A GOOD PHYSIOLOGY HOOK 


Physiology Is science, the -.cience of the functions 


of the body. 


Back In the Victorian era it was rather good form 


for vapid highbrows to boast of their ignorance of 
this branch f science, ami there arc slill extant a 
few cultured ussc.s who attempt to cover their ed- 
ucational shortcomings by uttering: some facetious 
banality about "innards" when they arc compelled 
to refer to human organs. "Obviously the functions 
of the body are not fit subjects for literature," wrote 
a late Victorian publisher, laying down the princi- 
ples of literary ethics for aspiring authors, "nor is 
any allusion to them which is avoided in polite co- 
ciety." But such sheer snobbery need not cramp 
one's style today, for no allusions are avoided in 
polite society. 


I find come food for optimism on a question I am 


generally pessimistic about, in the increasing- num- 
ber of inquiries from readers in recent years for a 
good elementary text book of physiology. Not only 
school people but just plain folks seem to be de- 
veloping a healthy desire for better knowledge of 
this branch of science. If the functions of the body 
are not as fit subjects for literature as the process 
of the suns, as the erotic fantasties of Mr. Shakes- 
peare, or Mrs. Bestcellar, literature must be grow- 
ing: exclusive. 


The l>cst textbook of physiology I have found is 


that written by William H. Howell, Ph. D., M. D.. 
Sc. D., LL. D., and published by Saunders, Phila- 
delphia, Dr. Howell's book is intended for college 
students. If Dr. Howell would turn his hand to it, 
[ believe he could give the world something the 
world needs, a good elementary physiology book for 
plain people. 


Somehow physiologists who are competent to 


write good popular works on physiology don't writhe 
em. Perhaps they do not care to contend with the 
obstacles the author of such a book has to sur- 
mount in order to get his book printed—there arc a 
surprising number of proprietary interests whose 
prosperity depends on keeping the general public ig- 
lorant of physiology. 
The general public little 


mows the extent of the propaganda maintained by 
such interests in regard to food, raiment, shelter, 
soap, water, air, medicine and other subjects the 
author of such a book might inadvertantly touch 
upon. 


Textbooks in use in elementary and high schools 


usually include bits or smatterings of physiology 
ncidentally in a vague course in "health," A fair 
specimen of such textbooks is the "Healthy Living" 
series of C. A. Winslow, D. P. H., a different book 
'or each grade. This author solemnly describes the 
skin as an "excretory organ." which isn't so but 
doubtless wins the approval of proprietary interests 
with a stake in this popular misconception. 
Such 


nterests are always represented on school boards 
and have some influence in, selecting school text- 
books. 


I know of no other good physiology book than 


Jewell's that I can recommend .Howell's textbook 
s excellent as it stands, for readers of collegiate 
capacitv, but some student with a knack for con- 
densing 
and simplifying should collaborate with 


iowell in the production of an everybody's edition 
of this classic, and everybody's edition of Howell 
would come pretty close to being literature, I am 
bold to think. 
'

The im- 
plication back of such complaint is 
that the legal profession gets sub-

>usiness interests 
do not

so 


veil. 


It has even been charged by ex- 


tremists that laws, Federal and state, 
are so framed, thanks to the predom- 
nance of legal luminaries among the 
egislators, as to make business for 
awyers, and that court processes 
iave been unduly complicated to the 
same end and largely 
through 
the 


same influence. 


A statute frequently cited by these 


critics is the Sherman Antitrust Law, 
w:Jh its numerous amendments. 
It 


is stated' that if Congress had really 
wanted to frame a. law that would 
eflectually prevent the formation of 
trusts it could have written it in a 
few simple words to the effect that it 
should be unlawful for one corpora- 
tion engaged in interstate commence 
to acquire or own. directly or indi- 
rectly, in yholc or in part the stock of 
another corporation.

YEAR BY MISTAKES 


failure to Place Return Ad- 


dress on Mail Proves to Be 
Costly Error 


Probably more than $600.000 is lost 


annually by advertisers of tho country 
because 
return addresses are not 


placed on circulars and other first 
class advertising matter, according to 
a letter received by Fred Felix Wet- 
tengcl, acting postmaster, 
from the 


postal department at Washington, D. 
C., wherein he was urged to help in 
the campaign of the department for 
the use of the return card. 


There were 12.66S.500 such 
letters 


destroyed in the dead letter office dur- 
ing the past calendar year. Over 52 
per cent of the letters received at the 
dead letter office contained advertising 
matter or came within the general 
classification of circulars, the records 
showed. The department always has 
had a more or less constant campaign 
urging the use of return cards no all 
mail matter, but this campaign will he 
directed particularly to firms and in- 
dividuals who make it a practice to 
send 
out circulars and advertising 


matter sealed and under first class 
postage but without return cards. 


The presence of letters in the dead 


letter office is due to two things: in- 
correct addi esses and the absence of 
return cards or. the envelopes. Post- 
masters, have from time to time re- 
minded advertisers of the desirability 
of keeping thoir mailing lists correct- 
ed up to date. Apparently 
a. great 


many still prefer to use obsolete lists 
with the result as above indicated, 
that over half the letters received in 
the dead letter office contain advertis- 
ing matter. 


ARE TOTAL LOSS 


The dead letter work required to 


handle these letters is a total loss to 
the service as well as being a great 
loss to\the advertisers, it was said. 
The handling of these letters in the 
post offices of address would be less 
work if return cards were 
attached 


because less work is required to re- 
turn them to the writers than to dis- 
patch them to the dead letter office, it 
was reported. 


Advantages 
to the( mailer 
were 


pointed out by the department in at- 
taching return cards. "All undeliver- 
able letters would be promptly return- 
ed to him without cost which would 
allow him to again use the contents. 
if undated and not seasonable matter, 
the value of the advertising mattter 
destroyed 
often 
being 
manifestly 


greater than the cost of discarding the 
envelope in which 
it originally was 


mailed. 


"Their return with reasons for non- 


delivery noted thereon would enable 
.them to correct his mailing lists ac- 
cordingly and thus avoid a repetition 
of the errors of the first instance and 
thereby save a useless waste of circu- 
lars, envelopes, postage and labor in- 
cident to second and possibly third and 
fourth mailings to the same list. 


"Under the present system of non- 


return of such matter the mailer has 
no means of knowing that hundreds, 
perhaps thousands 
of his expensive 


circulars were never delivered. Conse- 
quently, when he mails out a follow

of only those which failed of delivery. 
He could thus Ueep his mailing list 
up to date at a minimum cost. More- 
over, it would furnish the advertiser 
with prompt, reliable information as 
to the accuracy and value of mailing 
lists purchased by him. The check- 
ing of these returns against his list 
would also enable him to check the 
work of his employes charged with 
getting out his class of mail. Exam- 
ination of these letters in the Wash- 
ington office indicates that many of 
them go astray through careless or 
inefficient work on the part of typ- 
ists, through the omission of parts 
of the address, such as the state or 
city or street address or the use of 
the wrong state. 


"The general plan for 
this cam 


paign is for the department to write 
to the advertiser and at the same 
time to have the postmaster of his 
city call on him personally to bring 
to his attention the advantages that

The postmaster of New York an-

The market is firm, and prices are

Living Expenses Are Much 
x Lower, Says Roger Babson 


Babson Park, Mass.—In his weekly 


Interview Roger W, Babson called es- 
pecial attention to statistics which are 
now available showing 
considerable 


decline in the cost of living compared 
with a year ago. In connection with 
this interview 
Mr. Babhon refers to 


wages and labor conditions in general 
His complete statement follows: 


"There has not been a time in 20 


years when the country has buffered 
so little from labor troubles as at pres- 
ent. It is true that the bituminous 
coal strike is still on in Illinois and 
surrounding territory: but the public 
is very little affected • by this strike. 
Tho non-union mines in the east have 
so increased their production that the 
country's to':-] out-put now Is nearly 
up to the total before the strike was 
declared. Considering the large amount 
of coal that is in storage, the public 
has as yet not suffered at all. As the 
mines are gradually seeing their mis- 
take, the effect on the general labor 
situation is rather healthy and bene- 
ficial. Labor leaders also have not for- 
gotten the disastrous 
ending of the 


railroad shop men's strike two years 
ago and the v / noticeable- changed 
attitude toward labor on the part of 
the general public. 


"Probably 
the most 
fundamental 


reason for the peaceful attitude of la- 
bor today is the constant decline which 
is taking place in living costs. Accord- 
ing to the latest statistics living costs 
are today somewhat lo\v r than a year 
ago according to the locality studied. 


"When studying the statistics on 


specific commodities compared with a 
year ago, we find that rye and corn 
are higher, but that wheat and flour 
are a little lower. There has been a 
decline in the price of pork and cof- 
fee, and the seasonal low in the price 
of eggs was below last year. Butter 
and sugar are about the same as a 
year ago. Cotton is 20 per cent high- 
er while hides are -45 per cent higher. 
Wool, silk and silk 
substitutes are 


slightly lower in price than last year. 
"\Vhen studying the metals we find a 
10 per cent decline in steel and iron 
and a much greater decline in lead, 
zinc and some other metals. Copper in 
about one cent less than a year ago 
but is in a strong statistical position. 


The principal decline in the cost of 


living has occurred in connection with 
manufactured 
products rather than 


raw materials. Owing to the very keen 
competition today between manufac- 
turers, prices are constantly being re- 
duced in most lines. This is perhaps 
most evident in connection with cloth- 
ing and shoes. The greatest price cuts, 
however, have taken place in connec- 
tion with motor cars and the cost of 
electric power.

"In view of the general prosperity 


of labor and the factors noted abvoe, 
wage workers are becoming careless 
and indifferent about supporting their 
unions. 
Seeing the non-union man 


getting the same, or perhaps higher 
wages, than the union man, labor un- 
ion members tend to forget what they 
owe to their organizations for past 
work and drop out. As a result the 
American 
Federation 
of Labor 
is 


steadily losing members. 
In 
many 


ways this is to bo regretted. Notwith- 
standing mistakes which labor leaders 
have made, the tmions have done a lot 
of good and certainly have been a 
great factor in raising the standard of 
living in this country. 
"The decline in the cost of living 


should tend to check any evident de 
cline in general trade. The lower the 
prices at which goods can be mar- 
keted the more goods the public can 
purchase. In other words: it is the 
volume of consumption which keeps 
our industries active rather than the 
amoust of money involved. Thus a 
decline in the cost of living is a 
healthy sign and it should be encour- 
aging to retail trade. Furthermore, 
the general attitude of labor today 
should be encouraging to retailers. 
The uncertain element in the busi 
ness situation is the condition of the 
installment craze and the amount of 
outstanding installment 
obligations. 


Payments which wage workers are 
compelled to make each month on 
their installment purchases must take 
today a large proportion of the week- 
ly wage. These arbitrary and fixed 
payments necessarily leave less for

INTRICATE PROCESS 


Refrigeration Plays Vital Part 


in Making of Automobile 
Tires 


"One of the most peculiar of the 


many intricate processes of rubber 
manufacture is the part played by 
refrigeration. 
Motorists 
who 
get 


thousands of miles out of their tires, 
do not usually connect refrigeration 
with the 
toughness of their 
tire 


treads, inner 
tubes, or the 
rubber 


with which the cord carcass is im- 
pregnated, yet refrigeration is one of 
the most important of all the depart- 
ments that contribute to rubber man- 
ufacturing."' according to Armin B. 
Schuerle of the Appleton Tire Shop. 


At the factory in Akron where Mil- 


ler tires are nade. a 
refrigeration 


plant built at an initial cost of S300.- 
000, is maintained to keep rubber at 
the proper temperature during the 
milling and calendering processes. An 
even temperature, predetermined by 
rubber chemists, is maintained on all 
the mills where rubber is milled or 
rolled to x-arious dimensions. A to- 
tal of 65 mills. 13 calenders and 8 
Banbury mixers are kept at the prop- 
er temperature 
by a • refrigeration 


plant of 500 daily refrigeration capac- 
ity. Cooled to a certain temperature, 
the water is forced by centrifugal 
pumps over the factory, through the 
mills and back again to be cooled and 
the process repeated. 


In the cooling and compressor coils 


at the refrigeration plant, a total of 
about S miles of two-inch pipe is 
used. Three 
large ammonia com- 


pressors are required, and a battery 
of seven centrifugal pumps, with a 
total capacity of 12.009 gallons of wa 
ter a minute, sends the water out 
through the factory and back to the 
second large?* cooling towr In the 
state. The cooling towr and ammo- 
nia filled refrigerating coils are large- 
enough to cool 3/'00 gallons or water 
a minute. The v.ater is u.^d ov«r and 
over again with 
but little waste.

ty lor rcgrindins cylinder blocks.
